We have 
not space to attempt a statement of the 
accepted theory of glacial action but 
will merely say that the lecturer, 
while always instructive and enter- 
taining, was often eloquent as he saw 
himself once more in the presence of 
nature’s works and uature's God. 
The course will be resumed this even 

ing at the Methodist Church, aud only 
anominal charge, if any, will be 
made at the door. Prof. Gunning is a 
careful student and able lecturer. He 
deserves a warm reception, and we 
hope that our people will warmly ac- 
cord it.
